stood at attention with "STOP" signal raised 
when the engineman saw him make a frantic 
gesture as if to stop an approaching vehicle. 
Instantly he set the. emergency brakes in a 
hopeless attempt to stop before reaching the 
crossing, the fireman yelling at the same time 
for him to stop. The flagman was borne back- 
ward onto the main track and narrowly escapee 
annihilation by the passing engine. 


"Why will people take such chances" asked 


the engineer as we went to dinner, his voice, still 
uncertain frora the suspense of the near-trag- 
edy? 
Mr. Editor, can you answer why? Our 


crossing sign stands about four hundred feet 
from tha crossing reading, "DANGER—RAIL- 
ROAD CROSSING—STOP—LOOK—LISTEN." 
A "Wig-Wag" signal was swinging back and 
forth to indicate an approaching train; the flag- 
man was at his post, the whistle had been sound- 
ed, the engine bell was ringing, yet they paid 
no heed.

Who's Who in the Day's 


News 


SHE LIVES IN THE PAST 


" MEXICO CITY, Nov. 23.—A shriveled, gray- 
haired little woman, almost blind and living 
wholly alone, sits all day in her chair before 
the window of her tiny apartment in Mexico 
City and dreams of the days of the Mexican 
Empire when the Austrian Archduke. Maxi- 
milian ruled the destinies of the nation from' 
1SC4 
to 1867. 
She is Senora Marie Othelia 


Jordan de Degollado, scion of an old Virginia 
family and wife of the late General Mariana 
Degollado, member of a family famous in Mexi- 
can history. 


During the three tragic years of Maximilian's 


reign she was a lady-in-waiting to Empress 
Charlotte, tl>e "sad Princess of Europe." 


Maximilian, the ill-fated Austrian Prince who 


was set up as head of the Empire by Napoieon 
III in 1864 and three years later was shot as an 
usurper by order of the Mexican President 
Juarez, was described by Senora Degollado as 
"a beautiful character, sympathetic and cap- 
able but too amiable to govern a nation of mal- 
contents." 


Empress Charlotte, daughter of Leopold I, 


King of the Belgians, who is still living in Brus- 
sels, according to Senora Degollado was "an 
ambiiious genius who was always striving to 
advance her husband and whose mind became 
unbalanced when she found the path blocked." 
Senora Degollado has never seen the Empress 
since she departed from Mexico City in July, 
I860, to plead the cause of the Empire before the. 
French monarch and later to go to Eomo to at- 
tempt to secure the good offices of the Pope. 
So far as she knows no direct word has been 
received in Mexico from Charlotte in more than 
15 years and that only an incoherent note to 
the wife of a former high Mexican official. 


"The Empress left hurriedly on her European 


trip," said Senora Degollado, who despite her 
80-odd years retains -a remarkably clear mem- 
ory, "and was accompanied only by her personal 
maids. For many days prior to her departvre 
there were evidences of her failing reason and 
we were not surprised to hear of her acute af- 
fliction several months later. I am positive that 
there is absolutely no truth in the reports that 
she was poisoned before she left Mexico. And 
the Emperor! 
He was possessed of every kind 


clement of nature. He was too good. He lis- 
tened to treacherous advice and was shot. That 
day was an evil one for Mexico."

Within a 
few days after the Emperor's death, she. and her 
husband fled to Guatemala where they lived for 
several years until Porfirio Diaz became presi- 
dent of Mexico.

Boundary stones which the Touring Club of 
Prance is going- to place, at the point* on all 
roads of France where they cross the line of 
the battle-front of 1918. 


These stones are In th« form of a four-sided 


truncated pyramid with a poilu's helmet on top, 
crowned with laurels. On the sides are gren- 
ades from which more laurels spring-, and the 
principal side, facing the road bears the in 
scription, in French, "Here the invader t 
driven back, 1918." 


This first 'commemorative stone was inaug 


urated at Chateau-Thierry, by a representative 
f the Minister of War, in the presence of the 
military attaches of all Allied countries.
